THE ATTACK ON THE PRESIDENT. 


THE LAST SENSATION. 
AND THE STUF? IT WAS MADE OF. | 
Spectai Dispateh to The Chicago Tribuna, 
Wasnineton, D.C., April 20.—Cauifield’s dom- 
mittee exploded the Vemocratic side of another 
sensation last night. They thought they had 
got the President beyond any question, so some 
correspoodente were informed during the even- 
ing. and a few were furnished with a portion of 
the testimony, but, of course, ‘at portion by 
which alone the sensation co.id be made to 
stand. The testimony of Ativrney-General 
Williams, which, if sent with it, would have ut- 
terly destroved its sensational character, was, of 
course, earefully withheld, or entirely mis- 
represented. The story at the best was an old 
one, presented with greater detail. 
All the transactions were thorougb- 
ly explained to the Committee by 
Attorney-General Williams. The section of the 
law under which the expenditures were made 
was giventhem. Consultations with the Presi- 
dent in regard to the legality and propriety of 
using the money were stated, together with the 
fact that Davenport had in New York proper 
vouchers for the expenditure of every dollar of 
the funds. Yet, iu the face of all these facts, 
the story was prepared and allowed to go to the 
country asif the Committee had been utterly 
unable to find apy proper explanation of the 
matter. Thereis an increasing feeling of dis- 
gust among Democrats over the methods pur- 
sued by several of their investigating com- 
mitttees. 
THE TESTIMONY OF WILLIAMS 
does not appear to be so serious as was at first 
supposed. There have been a great many sen- 
sational stories in circulation in regard to the 
complicity of the President jn illegal expend)- 
tures of the public money f@ election purposes, 
and the fact that sometning over $30,000 
was paid to Jobo I. Davenport on 
the order of the President for New York 
City was in the highest degree suspi- 
cious. ~A eloser inguiry, however, shows 
that the news as sit eame from 
the Committee was one-sided and failed to give 
the explanations made under oath by the ex- 
Attorney-General. Judge Williams says that 
there was 
NOTHING CRIMINAL OR BVEN IMPROPER 
in the use of money in New York, and he makes 
in conversation the same explanation he made 
before the Committee. He says the law of Feb. 
28, 1871, provides for the appointment by the 
Circuit Courte of Supervisors of Elections. 
Under this law Davenport was appointed, 
as)6068)~=Clolarge)«6pumber of others were 
appointed in every State of the Union. 
His District being the City of 
New York, be was expected to look after the 
registration and prevent frauds at the elections. 
This same work cost the Department of Justice 
in 1872, in the various States, over $300,000. Ilo 
the City of Philadelphia alone, in 1874, there 
were 
1,200 SUPERVISORS OF ELECTION, 
who, according to law, may be employed ten 
dave each at 65 a day, which would amount to 
$60,000, and billie for this amount were pre- 
sented to the Department of Justice. 
Judge Williams refused to allow them on 
the ground that they were exorbitant, and he 
allowed only for tive days service each. Ran- 
dal!, O'Neill, Myers, and other Cougressmen 
made a great pressure, but Williams refused, 
and tinally through Randall's eflorte a bill was 
passed through the last Congress for $30,000 to 
pay the balance of the claims, which Williame 
decided were upjust. 
With reference to the 
of @32,000 in about three years’ time, Judge 
Willams says it is exactly true. It was paid ia 
pursuance of the law to prevent illegal voting. 
He says the first be knew about Davenport, 
or even about the law, and the practice under 
it, was soon after he was made Attorney- 
in place of Akerman. At that time Davenport 
came to hie office in this city, and presented «4 
letter from the President, in which he was re- 
quested to pay Davenport a considerable amount 
of money under the act referred to. ilhame 
was surprised, and made a abort investigation, 
discovering tbat his predocessor had done the 
same thing, and. although finding the law for 
the use of the funds, he 
WAS NOT ENTIRELY SATISFIED, 
and saw the President. The latter spoke of 
what Davenport bad done ass great work; a 
wonderful accomplishment. He was indeed 
very entbusiastic over the system of registration 
which Vavenport had adopted. and he thought 
it was the only thing that could prevent illegal 
voting. He thonghbt it ought to be adopted in 
every city of the country.. There was authority 
of law to use money for the prevention of frauds 
at elections, and, a® Daveuport bad done more 
than anybody, the President thought he ougnt 
to be paid, aod, on looking into the 
subject more closely, the Attorney-General 
thonghtso too. He now thinks it was a measure 
of great economy, and he says that, owing to 
Davenport's system, the difference between the 
‘expenses in 1872 and 1874 was about $40,000. 
UNEXPLAINED. 
What does not seem at al) satisfactory, is the 
payment of Davenport out of the Secret 


yment to Davenport’ 


Service fund of the Department of Justice. 
inetead of out of the annual appropriation of 
$50,000 a vear, to carry Out the enforcement acte, 
or out of the Judiciary appropriations. Wiliams 
says he was loth to pay the money, for 
he had use for more than he had to pay. The 
expenses of the courts which were unreasona- 
biy costiy. His only course was to use the Se 
cret Service fund, of which he bad « considera- 
bie surplus, and this he finally did. When ask- 
ed why he paid it through Whitely, the Chief 
Detective of the Government, he said that all 


‘disbarsements of the Secret Service fund were 


made through Whitely and the same policy was 
foiiowed in the present case in order to main- 
tainea uniform system of accounta. Williams 
said to-day that he was reiuctant about paying 
the money at the time because he did not think 
such a course was 
CONTEMPLATED BY THE LAW, 

but'he thinks the monev was well spent. He 
says he told the Committee that he had never 
authorized a dollar to be expended for holitical 
purposes, and that all he sought was to prevent 
frauds in theelections. If any party was bene- 
hited by lis course it was because he had pre- 
vented the other from committing frauds. He 
says be is entirely satisfied with his course, and 
he takes the whole responeibility. He has never 
eodeavored, be says, to conceal the facts, and 
the whole case is important and sensational be- 
cause it has been overdrawn and exaggerated. 

THE PRESIDENT WILL BE ASKED TO EXPLAIN. 

The Committee on Expenditures in the De 
ment of Justice decided to-day to certify the 
testimony of ex-Attorney-General Williams and 
ex-Chief Whitely, relating to the payment of 
#32,000 for election purposes to John I. Daven- 
port by order of the President. and send it to 
the President and ask him to appear before the 
Committee. It was found impossible. however, 
to get the testimony ready to-day, and it will 
poayeg | be sent to-morrow. A subpeena was 
sent to New York for Davenport, and he will be 
here to teatify to-morrow. 

THE CABINET. 

It is known in Government circles that when 
Judge Pierrepont came into office as Attorney- 
General be found that within two years #180,000 
were paid to Col. Whitely by his predecessors, 
Meesers. Akerman and illiams. Thirty-five 
thousand dollars of the amount were, it is said, 
paid to Davenport. To-day search was made 
for the vouchers, and bht one could be found. 
This statement creates much eomment in of- 
ficial circles, and it 1s probable that the Cabinet 
— will consider this and kindred sub- 

ects. 


THE STORY IN NEW YORK. 
aN EXAGGERATED AND ONE-SIDED VERSK@ 
Special Duapatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, April 20.—The Herald's Washing- 
ton special makes an astounding development 
to-day of testimony involving President Grant. 
Tbe story confirms the charges made in New 
York in 1872, that the Administration had inter- 
fered in the elections of that year. The Presi- 
dent will probably be subpcenaed before a com- 
mittee to answer these questions for himself. 
During the course of the examination of ex- 
Attorney-General Williams, he was asked what 
conversation passed between himself and the 
Prevident, wheu the latter ordered the first pay- 
ment of money to Davenport, the object of the 
question being to draw from the witness 
that he had, as the law officer of the 
Government, sdvised the President that 


such payment of money was illegal but 


witness anewered that he could not recollect 
precisely what the conversation was, and, when 
the question was put in a more leading way, al- 
most directly. in fact, he still failed to recollect 
what had oeen said. 

The question whether the Committee shall 
call the President before them or not, and in 
what manner they shali questien him, will prob- 
ably be discussed by the Committee to-morrow. 
Presidente Jefferson and Lincoln appeared be- 
fore Committees of Congress to testify, and 
Grant, it is believed, desires to appear, and will 
come 

AS SOON AS HE IS SUMMONED. 
In the Black Friday inveetigation, the Commit- 
tee sent him acopy of the testimony. and re- 
quested him to send in such auswers as he chose 
to make. : 

The Cemmittee have only begun the investi- 
gation of what has been done at different times 
with the Secret Service fuod in the Department 
of Justice, and they are said to be on the track 
of other expenditures not different in kind from 
this made in New York. butin the aggregate 
very largely exceeding them in amount. There 
are fifteen or twenty receipts to Whitely from 
Daveuport, amounting to $40,000; also letters 
from the Attorney-General and Davenport. 
Williams gave directions to Whitely as to the 
disposition of the money, which were to give 
it to Davenport. Some of the documents are al- 
ready iu the bands of the Committee, and Whitely 
supposed they were stolen from his office. The 
money was paid in sume varying from $1,000 to 
$10,000 each time. Williams said he was order- 
ed to have it paid to Davenport by the Presidens. 
Twenty thousand dollars of this money was paid 
to Davenport just before the elections of 1872.

++ £.0.. 5." Senrs? Attack Upon the In- 

stitution, and What Was the Cause 

of it. 

Special Corresvondence of The Chicaco /ribune. 

Ann Anpor, Mich., April 19.—The recent at- 
tack on the Michigan University in the pages of 
the National Quarterly Review, ie so absurd on 
the face of it ag bardly to provoke attention, but 
is @ source of amusement to those who are ac- 
quainted with the circumstances which called it 
into being. As not all of the few readers of this 
Review may koow the character of the LL.D., 
Sears, who is its editor and proprietor, and un- 
derstand the manner of his business, I propose 
to show how he operated here in bis visit to the 
University on the 16thof May last, as well as 
some other interesting things concerning bim.

The mouster sensation which was peddied 
out by the Committee having the subject in 
charge proves to have been a most shameless 
distortion and exaggeration of the develop- 
ments resulting from the testimony of ex- 
Attorney-General W111.1aMa, whose statement 
before the Committee was made the subject 
of editorial comment by certain Democratic 
papers which appear to have wholly mis- 
apprehended the point at issue. The solemn 
and mélancholy comment of the New York 
World upon the ** money spent in defrauding

From 
the complete information embodied in our 
dispatches it will be seen that the Democrats 
have exploded an empty bomb-shell so far 
as concerns President Grant, whose only 
fault, if any, was purely technical, and who 
at most is chargeable with having author- 
ized the payment of money for valuable 
services honestly and lawfully rendered, and 
for the pAyment of which the United States 
Treasury was unquestionably responsible, 
from a fund not strictly appropriated for this 
specific purpose. The President is to be 
asked to appear before the Committee and 
make his statement as soon as a transcript of 
the testimony already taken can be furnished 
him. 


THE PRESIDENTIAL SCANDAL. 

In these times of frequent exposyre and 
general suspicion of public officials, every 
suggestion of corruption is eagerly seized 
upon &s a new scandal, and accepted as true 
without waiting to hear both sides of tho 
case. There should be an exception to this 
rule in the case of the President of the 
United States at least, if the American sense 
of justice does not prompt the hearing of all 
the evidence in the charges against other 
officials. The occasion for a suspension 
of judgment is furnished by the story rela- 
tive to the disbursement of $55,000 or more 
for the preparation of special registry lists in 
New York City during the Presidential cam- 
paign of 1872, The testimony before the 
Congressional Committee on Expenditures in 
the Department of Justice to establish this 
has been furnished by Wurrexy, formerly 
Ohief of the Government Secret Service, 
and ex-Attorney-General Wuatawa, The 
money was received by Jouw I, Davenvons, 
a United States Commissioner of New 
York, who acted as Chief Supervisor of 
Rleotions at the election of 147%, and was 
disbursed by him, aw it la claimed, for the 
linta of voters prepared aa a cheok upon the 
frauds at the ballot-bow, Tho money was 
paid out of the Meoret-tHerviee fund, and, as 
ex-Attorney-Cieneral Wiitdama teatifies, on 
the express orders of the President, This ia 
the stary in brief, It haw furnished oortain 
howapapere With AR Oppertunlly For AnHOUHie 
ing that the nation haw been diagraeed hy the 
corruption of ite Ohief Meeoutive, and te 
aiggeat hy lndiveetion, if nat auteight, that

position of all the faete and the law, ‘The 
present napect Of the Gage doen hob neem to 
warrant more (han the eonelielon that money 
of # eortain fund —the Beeret-Merview fund - 
wan applied to Government teed for whieh it 
had not been appropriated; but the tndiea- 
tions are that the service to which it Waa up- 
plied was in keeping with the law and in the 
interest of an honest election. 

To tinderstand the merita of the case, it is 
necessary to go back to the election of 1808, 
The frauds on the ballot-box in New York 
City in that election were the groswest and 
most shameless ever perpetrated up to that 
time, and only equaled by the bold attempt 
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at robbing and stuffing by the thieves in the 
recent town election in South Chicago. The 
consequence of this system of frauds was 
that Mr. Seymour, the Democratic candidate | 
for President, received a majority in New 
York City which was 40,000 in excess of any 
previous or honest majority, and 20,000 
in excess of Titprn’s majority in the ‘‘tidal 
wave ” election of 1874. The votes for these 
years were as follows:

Thus, after a growth of six years and in 
one of the most exciting elections that ever 
occurred, the Democratic majority of New 
York City fell short of that of 1808 by nearly 
20,000, and Grer.ey'’s majority was nearly 
40,000 less. No better evidence of the frauds 
of 1868 could be desired. Indeed, the robbing 
and stuffing of the ballot-boxes were practi- 
cally admitted, and the outrage was so great 
as to fasten the attention of Congress. It 
was mainly on account of the frauds in New 
York City that Congress . passed the act (Re- 
vised Statutes, Sec. 2,011) providing for the 
appointment by the United States Judges of 
Supervisors of Election (two for each voting 
precinct) in cities and towns of over 20,000 
inhabitants, whenever Representatives in 
Congress are voted for. It was in the gen- 
eral election of 1872 that this law was first 
applied to prevent and reduce the frauds of 
New York City, with the result already noted.

authorized by law, while it was conceded to 
be necessary, and while it actually accom- 
plished“just what the law intended it should 
accomplish,—the prevention of frauds at the 
Congressional clections,—-it seems absurd to 
talk about the corruption of the President 
and his impeachment, If the money of-a 
special fund was used in a service for which 
it had not been appropriated, such use was a 
technical violation of law, and is reprehensi- 
ble even though the purpose was to carry out 
the provisions of law and serve the public 
interests, But this is certainly the worst 
that can be said of the case as it stands at 
present, 


SILVER CHANGE. 

The work offgetting the silver coins in 
circulation in place of the fractional cur- 
rency was begun yesterday, and the kindli- 
ness with which the people take to it was il- 
lustrated in Chicago by a demand upon the 
Sub-Treasurer largely in excess of his silver 
resources. There was astock of $84,000 on 
band, and it was entirely exhausted, with a 
demand for more. It is probable that the de 
mand in other cities was just as large. There 
will be no difficulty in sebstituting the silver 
coin for the shinplasters, and it can be done 
as rapidly as the Government can issne it. 
Bat it is likely that there will be a serious 
difficulty in keeping the silver in circulation. 
It is safe to say that, while $40,000,000 in 
fractional currency was found to be ample 
for the n@cessities of the country in small 
change, it will require at least $100,000,000 
in silver coins to take its place; and, if 
Congress shall restrict the Secretary of the 
Treasury in the issue of silver to the 
amount of outstanding fractionals,- there 
will probably be a serious and em- 
barrassing famine of small change. The 
reasons for apprehending this are ob- 
vious. It has been fifteen years since silver 
was in general circulation in. this country, 
and during that time it’ has been regarded 
popularly as on a par with gold, ‘The firat 
and natural tendency will be to board silver 
just as gold would be hoarded, The agere- 
gate amount that will be taken home to give 
to women and children as curiosities, keep- 
sakes, and ‘‘ lucky pieces,” will of itself be 
enormous, ‘To this must be added the india. 
position to pay it out when any sort of scrip 
oan be pald,--whethor greenbacka, fraction. 
ala, or what not, It will create a very marked

prived of it, Their habit at home waa to 
stow away ailver coin in an old stouking, hide 
it tinder a mattress, or put it away in a cheat, 
and they will be the more inelined to revert 
to this practice becatse of the uncertainty of 
its remaining in circulation, In this they 
will be imitated by the American farmers, 
The legitimate consequence of this—the dia. 
appearance of the silver—will be upon the 
community very soon, unless the Govern. 
ment is prepared to supply silver change over 
and above the amount of fractionals retired, 
This should be done, for an enforced resort 
to ‘milk tickets” and token currency will 
be even worse than the fractionals. 


INDIANA DEMOCRATS ASSISTING NATURE. 

The Indiana Democratic platform is a po- 
litical curiosity,—-one of the most extraordi- 
nary contradictions and complications of 
truth and falsehood that has been produced 
by any convention of any party in any State. 

The trouble with both parties in Indiana is 
that each has a “ favorite son ” candidate for 
the Presidency. The Republican Stete Con- 
vention had the task of nominating Mr. 
Morton, and, embarrassed by that business, 
produced a financial platform that, with most 
concealment, expressed the least ideas in the 
greatest number of words. Now comes the 
Democratic Convention, which had the job of 
nominating the ether favorite son, Mr. Hen- 
pricks, and of framing a platform which

The Hepubliean Convention got off a reac. 
lution about “the country growing tp to 
specie-payments ;"” but the Democratic Oon- 
vention improves on this humbug by stating 
the self-evident falsehood that our currency 
has improved as the national wealth las in- 
creased, In March, 1870, six years ago, 
gold was quoted at 110}, the greenback be- 
ing worth 90 cents and over; the currency 
fluctuated between 85 and 90 cents during 
1870 and 1871, and in January, 1872, reached 
924, and in November, 1873, reached 94} in 
gold. The currency has since then fluctu- 
ated between 84 and 89 cents, showing that 
for over «six years there has been 
no permanent advance in its value, 
and no approximation to an equality 
with coin. During those six years 
there has been a vast addition to the national 
wealth. There has beon a steady inchoase of 
prodnetion, but, while the country has grown 
in population, production, and wealth, there 
has been in fact a decline in the value of the 
currency. At this rate of progress, how long 
will it take for a “‘ natural return” to specie- 
payments, especially if the amount of the 
forced irredeemable paper be doubled? It 
will be seen that the Democracy of Indiana 
take no notice of the fact that there is a na- 
tional compact with the public creditors that 
there shall be no increase of legal-tender 
notes beyond the four hundred million maxi- 
mum, and that the power to make Treasury- 
notes a legal-tender was a war power, and 
only legal because of the great, overshadow- 
ing exigencies of the war for the national 
preservation. 

The Convention thereupon—in flat contra- 
diction of their first declaration in favor of 
measures to produce an uniformity of value 
in the currency and coin—violently oppose any 
measure having any such tendency, demand 
the repeal of all existing laws for that pur- 
pose, proposing no substitute, and insist that 
the already wide margin between the value 
of the currency and the gold shall be in- 
creased by doubling the amount of the irre- 
deemable forced paper in circulation. The 
vabsurdity of the theory of gr®wing up to 
specie-payments, or of awaiting for a ‘‘ natu- 
ral return,” is shown in the urgency with 
which these inflationists and Rag-Baby Demo- 
crats insist upon ‘assisting nature,” by a 
new and unlimited issue of the same irre- 
deemable paper, and making it money,

HOW A GREAT SWINDLE WAP DEFEATED, 

Our rewlors are familiar With the great 
fraud committed in Congress in 1add with 
ronpoot to the bounds of the Pacifia Nail 
rowds, la tat case Congrows had chartered 
the roads in 1800, and had diveoted that the ® 
Treamy Departwent should imuwe to the 
several companion United Miates bouds, ate 
oortaln aMOUnE por tile, bearing @ per eont 
interest, and that the Uuited Mtates ahould 
have a fret len on the road and ila property, 
lo wecive the payment of the principal and 
interest af the bonds, In add the several 
wompaniog obbalied, through Craud and ear 
Puption, the passage of a bill authorining the 
companion to issue their own bonds to the 
amount of $64,000,000, and to give a frat 
mortage to secure them, and that the lien 
of the United States for the same amount of 
bonds should be a second mortgage. 

In 1864 Congress also chartered what was 
known as the Northern Pacific Railroad Com. 
pany,and had doubled the usual amount of land 
donated, giving it forty-four mildons of acres 
af land, In consideration of the enormous 
grant of land, it was provided in the charter : 

That no money shall be drawn from the Treasury 
of the United States to aid in the construction of the 
said Northern Pacific Raiiroad, 

The Company thus chartered, or the indi- 
viduals who had got legal possession of this 
charter and its enormows land-grant, sub- 
sequently sold the charter for $150,000, and 
the new purchasers went to Washington in 
1866, and applied to the Committee on Pacific 
Railroads to have them voted, in addition to 
the vast land-grant, a money subsidy. There 
was an enormous and activé lobby which 
swarmed in and around the House. On the 
24th of April, Mr. Price, of Iowa, reported 
the bill. It was to amend the charter of 
1864 in various ways, but the main point 
was that the United States should guarantee 
the principal and interest of the bonds of the 
Company af@the rate of so much per mile, the 
bonds to bear 6 per cent interest and to run 
twenty years. The principal of the bonds 
thns to be guaranteed, and of course to be 
paid by the United States, was sizty-nine mill 
ions of dollars, and the interest thereon for 
twenty years would amount to more than the 
principal, making the cash to be paid by the 
United States at least $150,000,000. 

This bill is substantially of the same kind 
as that now pending before Congress for the 
relief of Tom Scorr’s Texas, Arizona & Pa 
cific Railroad bill. 

An attempt was made to force the bill 
through the House without debate, but this 
was abandoned. It was then debated on sev- 
eral successive days. Mr. Joun Wentrwortn, 
of Illinois, led off in denunciation of the tre- 
mendous fraud on the Government, followed 
by Mr. Exzrav B. Wasnusurne, of Illinois, 
who, during the four or five days’ argument, 
sustained the brunt of the batile. He was 
ably supported in opposition to the bill by 
Mr. Farnnsworts, of Illinois; Mr. Spaupina, 
of Ohio; Mr. Harprie. of Ohio; and Rax-

Hitherto, 
however, the Turks have had an easy al- 
though very roundabout routeinto the Herze- 
govinian Valley by crossing the Balkan Moun- 
tains, traversing Servia and Bosnia in a 
northwesterly direction, and entering the 
country from the north by easy passes 
through the mountains. This route, how- 
ever, is now most effectually cut 
off by the open revolt of Bosnia and 
Servia, and the certainty that the Turks will 
be opposed at every step in these provinces, 
as well as the prospect that Russia will 
not suffer Turkish occupation or invasion of 
the latter province. The accession of these 
countries will moreover place the Herze- 
govinians almost upon terms of equality with 
the Turka, so far as men and material are 
concerned, Servia, which is a semi-inde- 
pendent province, with a population of 
about 1,500,000 people, and having no public 
debt, has an army of over 100,000 men, and is 
in a very flourishing condition materially, 
Hounia hasan army of 50,000, and Montemegro, 
although it has avery small stauding army, 
eould probably contribute between 15,000 
and = §=640,000 men, In, addition to 
these provinces, thelr revolt ia al.

A ROYAL TIGER HUNT, 

The hunting which the Prince of Wales 
enjoyed in Nepaul, India, during his recent 
visit to that country, av described in the 
London Times, is caloulated to make the 
mouth of the ordinary spoteman, who never 
bags anything bigger than a snipe or a duck, 
water. Nepaul is one of the quasi-independ- 
ent provinces of India, with an area of 54,000 
square miles and a population of 2,000,000, 
and is ruled by Sir Juna Banapoon. The 
latter has been in England several times, and 
upon such occasions was hospitably treated 
by the Prince and introduced to all the lions 
and elephants of London, and he had also 
assisted England at the relief of Lucknow. 
When the Prince arrived in India, therefore, 
Sir June returned the compliment by inviting 
the Prince to Nepaul and introducing him to 
the tigers and elephants of that Province. 
The Prince may have hunted the tiger in the 
wilds of London under the auspices of Gen. 
Scuenck, but he had tiger-hunting of a dif- 
ferent sort when he reached Nepaul. 

The hunt was on the 22d of February, and 
on the evening of the-2ist the preparations 
commenced for the next day’s sport. No less 
than eight hundred elephants were moored 
about the jungles where the tigers were en. 
sconced, and a line of grass huts was con- 
structed, in which 1,800 natives were stationed 
to keep up fires through the night, so that the 
tigers could not break through. The next 
morning the mighty circle of elephants, with 
their long retinue of horses, camels, and na- 
tives, commenced the march of doom-to the 
tigers. The correspondent thus describes the 
animated scene : 

In ten minutes or a quarter of an hour we came on 
the rendezvous of the howdah and Suddee or pad ele- 
phants, and which seemed to form s dark-brown wall 
across the glade in front. The sportsmen dismounted 
and handed the horses to the Syces, the bowdah cle-

E:ther it ie trne that Starkey’s 
poems have passed into utter oblivion, or the 
few persons in England who bave his poems 
prize them too highly to part withthem.

© be the only resource left to the one faithful 
and ardent admirer of Starkey in America.

THE BOND SCANDAL. 
AN INTERVIEW WITH MR. HARRISON, 
Special inepatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
INDIANAPOLIS, April 20.—While here I im- 
proved the opportunity to cali upon Mr. John 5, 
C. Harrison, the Government Director of the 
Union Pacific Railroad, who moved the investi- 
gation of the payment of $64,000 upon $75,000 


| of worthless stock of the Little Kock & Fort 


Smith Railroad Company, which it is charged 
went to Congressman James G. Blaine. There 
was no difliculty in finding Mr. Harrison. His 
bank has been one of the leading institutions of 
this city for a quarter of a century, and during 
the crises of all that time has never once sus- 
pended or failed to meet its obligations promptly 
on demand. He is one of the solid business 
men of this city, takes no part in politics 
further than to vote the Republican ticket, 
which he has done since the organization of the 
party, and devotes himeelf wholly to 
his banking business, in which he 
bas been very successful. He is 
a grandson of President Harrison,—‘: Old Tip- 
necanoe,”—and has long been one of the lead- 
ing mep of this city. I found bim in manner 
and appearance a thorouga business map,— 
keen, quick, and direct in speech, prompt, with 
the air of @ man accustomed to dispatch 
business, and withal frank and straightfor- 
ward in what he had to eay. When I had in- 
troduced myself and my business, reference 
was made to the statement in a Cincinnati Ga- 
zeiie special that Mr. Blaine would appear before 
a Congressional Committee and make a full ex- 
olanation of the bond business.

AN OLD LETTER ABOUT UNION PACIFIC BONDS. 

New York Dispatch to Boston Herald, 

Officers of the Kaneas Pacific Railroad here 
say that in the course of a suit in lansas, 
brought against their road by Joseph B. Stew- 
art, formerly of Washington, the said Stewart 

roduced and filed, as part of the evidence, a 
etter to John D. Perry. President of the road, 
notifying bim of a distribution of certain con- 
struction bonds of that road made at a time 
when Stewart was engaged in helpiog pusa 
through Congress that section of the amended 
Pacific Railroad act by whuch the Government 
mortgage was subordivated to the Company's 
mortgage. This letter. dated some time in 1868, 
was an appeal from Stewart to Perry for a 
compromise and settlement of his claims for 
services rendered to the company by him. 
The letter went on to state to Perry that he was 
stili under obligation to deliver to Thomas 
Ewing, Jr., ten bonds; Blaine, fifteen 
bonds; C. T. Sberman,. twenty bonds; H. G. 
Fant. four bonds: J. v. Usher, five bonds; and 
some others for smallamouats. The first name 
of Blaine was left blank, and there was noth- 
ing to show that Blaine received the bonds. 
The Court, however, ordered John D. Perry 
to produce the original letter that ap- 
pears wn the record of the court, show- 
ing that the payment of fifteen bonds was made 
to James Blaine, the blank left by Stewart. 
when he filled his ietter, being thus filled up 
when the complete letter was filed. No proof 
was taken in reference fo these Blaine bonds, 
but a stipulation was filed in which 1t was agreed 
by both parties that John FE. Blaine was the 
nolder of fifteen bonds, and that be was the 
holder of them in 1864. Jobn E. Bisine ia a 
brother of James G. DBiaine,

Office-Broker Once 
Under Investigation. 


The Grand Jury Examining His Rela- 
tions with the County Board. 
Sums Paid Him by J. J. Egan for Cer- 
tain Mysterious Services. 


Periolat’s Last Demand on Egan for 
Money. 


It was indicated in these columns yesterday 
morning thatthe Grand Jury, being through 
with the docketed cases, was about to commence 
several important investigations which prom- 
ised to lead to startling results. Accordingly, 
yesterday morning when the foreman of that 
august body, W. F. Storey, put in an appéar- 
ance, he was loaded down with what newspaper 
men call “ notes,” and there was vengeance in 
his eye. Hebad been doing routine duty as a 
juror long enough, and he came prepared to put 
such witnesses as had been summoned through 
a rigid examination, and to either establish a 
very large list of perjurers or a condition of of- 
ficial conscience which would alarm the tax-pay- 
ing public. 

The particalar matter of investigation select- 
ed, it appears, was the 
APPOINTMENT OF THE ARCHITECT FOR THE 

COURT-HOUBE, 
but the examination of witnesses disclosed the 
fact that the foreman was determined to go into 
every public contract for several years past, city 
and county, from the Fullerton avenue conduit 
to the placing of lightning-rods on the County 
Insane Asylum. ‘The first witness called was the 
notorious C. FP. Periolat, to whem investigations 
are by no means new. He testified on all sub- 
jects suggested, from his fraudulent po con- 
tract with the county to his relations with the 
County Board in smaller matters. His ignorance 
was remarkable, and, taking his evidence for 
authority, and forgetting that a few months ago 
only the statute of limitations saved him from 
indictment for perjury, he must be considered 
asthe type of ali that is good and virtuous. 
in his examination, however, touching the 
Court-House architect question, ha testified 
that he bad 
RECEIVED OF ARMSTRONG 

for Mr. Egan tne sum of #2,000 as far back as 
1873-'74, to be used in tbe County Board to ad-

The bert witness was 

J. J. EOAN, 
the architect. He tesufled to a gereat many 
thinge in bis dealings with the county. He knew 
eriolat, bat had uo love for him. Lxperienve 
had taught him that he was the worst of 
crooks,” Tle had paid him between five and 
nix thousand dollara in this Court-House mud- 
die, which he considered purely a blackmailing 
operation, He had been anxious bt got the po- 
nition of architect in 1875-74, when the question 
was agitated, and leriolat came to him claiming 
to have the whole matter in bia hands. He de- 
mandedof bim a very large amount of money, 
in consideration of which he would guarantee 
that everything would beall right. He believed 
that l’eriwiat made the same proposition tu 
every other reputable architect in the eity, 
aod be was finally induced to enter into an ar- 
raugement with him by which he was out an 
amount of monev all the way from #56,000 to 
#20000, Whatever money he paid him, how- 
ever, bad not been direct, aud the condition 
upon which he paid it bad been that no part of 
it should be used to buy up any member of the 
Board. To this end he had avoided paying him 
any larje sum at once, and, in giving bim what 
he did, papers had been drawn to show that it 
was purely a business transaction. He had 
paid him, however, a large amount of money in 
the transaction, but he had no idea of what had 
been done with it, or what proportion had been 
distributed in the Board. 
PERIOLAT’S BLACKMAILING OPERATION 

had continued up to a recent date, he is under- 


stood to have said, even down to a few weeks P 


ago, when he received $7,000 from the Board as 
the@inal payment for his plans, which had been 
adopted and subsequently rejected. He testified 
that Periolat came to him and demanded $5,000 
of the amount, on the ground that his influence 
had secured the payment of the amount by the 
Board. To this proposition Mr. Egan replied, 
‘*Go to- I will bave nothing to do with you, 
and am under no obligation.” 

From the above testimony it is very evident 
that Mr. Storey baa at last strnck something 
rotten. Periolat says he received $2,000, while 
Egan savs he prid $6,000 in a sort of a semi- 
business blackmailing way. The money, it ap- 
pears, was paid through Armstrong, Mr. Egan's 
partner, who will be before the jury to-day. As 
the evidence appears there 1 a difference of 
about $4,009 wm the statement of Periolat and 
Egan as to the amount paid, but no question as 
to the fact of payments being made io the 
transaction, all of which may be set down as 
the first cbapter in the Court-House swindle. 

ARAST RONG, 

A reporter called on Mr. Armstrong last even- 
ing, and stated to bira the substance of the above 
testimony, with a view to obtaining from him 
any statement he might desire to make. Upon 
the receipt of the information, he looked very 
much astonished. He thought there must be 
some grave mistake about itall. Wheu assured 
by the reporter that it was reliable, he very em- 
phatically stated that he never gave Periolat 
#2,000, or any other sum of money, to be used 
in smoothing the way for Mr. Egan’s en- 
trance into the office of architect for the new 
Court-Hoase. He had, he said. been on pretty 
good terms with Periolat, and had loaned him 
different sums of money, as well as borrowed 
from bim ; but he never gave bim $2,000, and 
much less did he give itfor the purpose alleged. 
In regard to the other branch of the informa- 
tion, Mr. Armstrong said that Mr. Egan had 
given him more than #5,000 when they separated, 
but that this money represented his share of the 
proceeds in the basiness, and was not given for 
any ulterior object whetever. In no way had 
ne either given or received money to influence 
the action of anybody in this matter, and he ex- 
pressed some considerable surprise that testi- 
mony of this mature should have been brought 
forward. 

TO-DAY'S WITNESSES. 

Architects Armstrong, Gay, Matz, and sey- 
eral members of the County Board have been 
puramened before the jury to-day. Mr. Arm- 
Strong’s testimony capnot differ very largely 


‘from what he relates above, but the facts must 


appear that, while he made Periolat certain 
loans, etc., he did it without even expecting to be 
repaid. If ic doés not so appear there is a fair 
prospect for a row in view of his partner's testi- 
mony. Gay and Matz will testify to facts of the 
same character and import, and at least one of 
them will back bis evidence with something of a 
documentary character. The end of the inves- 
tigation, therefore, looks asif Periolat will be 
caught at last. If he received the money and 
used it to influence the Board, then he acted as 
a corrupting agent, and the Board will suffer. 
If be received it and pocketed it, then he must

An ingenious taustrument,. 
New York Tribune, 

An ingenious instrument has recently been in- 
yonted iu England by Mr. O, Williama Siemens, 
for determining the depth of the sea without the 
use of a sounding line. Hung up io the cabia 
of a abip, it will at any moment indicate what is 
the depth of the water below. In an illustrated 
description of the inatrument in Nature, the 
principal of eonstruction is shown to depend on 
the variations in gravity which result from the 
interposition at sea of water, which bas jess at- 
tractive force than earth for a body on ite #ur- 
face. The attraction of gravity is determined by 
the density of the earth, whieh may be roughly 
eutunated an about the average of surface rocs, 
aod about five and @ half times that of sea water, 
Consequently if a ebip could be weighed in 
spring balance, it would be found lightest when 
on the deepest water. In Dr. Biemens’ device 
acolumn of mercury is huog iv 6 epring bal- 
ance, and very delicate contrivances § ip- 
dicate the exceedingly alight differences in 
weight. It will give #® notion of the del. 
icacy of the instrument to inention that the 
record & gives for change of latitude w far 


than for sea depths, and has to be al- 
owed for iu calculation; of course this sbould 
be the ease. since the earth is 2644 miles thicker 
at the equator than at the poles. Tested by the 


soundings of the Challenger, the readings of 
| the: 


instrament have roved remarkably 
accurate. When the contour of the ocean 
bed is better ascertained, the means will) thus 
be afforded tothe mariner of ascertaining his 
position, by studying the indications of this in- 
dex to the depth of water beneath him when the 
sky ia too much: clouded for observation. A 
coutrivance for showing the difference in the 
earth's thickness by means of a weight suspend- 
ed] from a spring, is figured in Herschel'’s Out- 
lines of Astronomy, but we are not aware that 
any practical use was made of it, if indeed uw 
was ever constructed.

CHICAGO. 
PLEADING GUILTY. 

Yesterday the Custom-House resumed some- 
what of its former activity. More whisky men 
were around than had been seen together at apy 
time for a fortnight. G. G. Russell, J. P. Fur- 
long, B, M. Ford, and numerous Gaugers and 
Storekeepers whose fame has been spread 
abroad in connection with the Pahlman and Rush 
trial, were to be seen lounging about the corri- 
dors, and closeted in Phil Héyne’s office ia close 
communion one with another, previous to the 
opening of the District Court. The cause of 
this unusual! stir was the announcement hitherto 
made in Tuz Triune that several of the 
smaller fry who have been indicted would ap- 
pear in court and plead to their indict- 
ments. Nor was the general confidence 
in the truth of the announcement mis- 
placed, for shortly after Judge Blodgett 
had taken his seat upon the bench there loomed 
up before him the herculean proportions of Col. 
Juessen, one of the attorneys prominently en- 
gaged in defending the unrighteous distiliers. 

** Are your clients ready to plead?” inquired 
Judge Blodgett. 

‘* They are, your Honor,” replied Juessen. 

District-Attorney Bangs was thereupon votified 
by the agile bailiff that his attendatica Was re- 
quested, and he appeared. 

The first case called was that of Isaac Rutis- 
hauser, a Gauger, whose indictment included 
four counts. Juessen offered a piea of noile 
contendere on the second count, that of con- 
spiracy. | 

This having been promptly disposed of. the 
next in order was called, and Rudolph Vocke 
responded. He, too, was indicted for wrong- 
doing while in the Government service as a 
Gauger. Juessen informed the Court that be 
would offer the same plea as in the previous 
case, and upon the same count, ¢ 

George H. Mueller, Gauger, was called upon 
to make his plea, and stated, through bis attor- 
ney, that he would not defend his conduct in 
regard to conspiracy to defraud the Government, 
though he felt himself to be innocent on the 
otber charges. 

Enoch Mattern, the stolid Storekeeper who 
created such a sensation in the Pablman and 
Rush trial, next stood up, and entered a plea of 
guilty on one count. 

The Gauger, Louis Berger, also pleaded guilty 
on one count. 

R. H. Watson, @anger, entered a nolle con- 
tendere as to the second count in bis indicc- 
ment, charging him with sending in false re- 
turns, 

This completed the list of those present, and 
the entire crowd were dismissed to await sen- 
tence-day with the rest of the miadoers. It is 
expected that several other parties will appear 
to-day to plead, and this will ftinish up the 
entire list of the indicted, 

: THE GRAND JORY. 

A number of miuvor offenders against the laws 
of the United Btates have been caught up in 
their criminal career during the recent vacation 
of the Grand Jury, and these have accord- 
ingly furoished occupation for that body 
of invostiqators since their return to the 
city, aud veaterday afternoon the jury. finding 
that they bad accumulated a reapectable-looking 
pile of indictments, concluded to appear in 
Court, and let the public know that they had not 
heen altogether idle, and accordingly the 
marched in with theie aual solemnity, and, 
alter the ordinary formalities, presented: the 
fruits of their labora to Judge Biodgett. There 
were ight indictmenta in all, toeluding two 


againet Matthew D. Rapp, late bookkeeper for | 


Pahiman aod Rush,of the Chicago Alcohol Works,. 
[t will be remembered that in the late trial of 
that firm Lapp appeared on the stand, and testi. 
tied for the defense that during his connection 
with the Alcohol Works no erooked whisky had 
been produced. This direct statement being made 
under oath irritated nota little the Government 
attorneys, who knew very well that it was false, 
and must be knowiogly false, and they therefore 
took the first opportunity to present his case to 
the consideration of the Grand Jury. But Tapp 
somehow got wind of the proceedings, and got 
away before the necessary documents for his ar- 
rest could be made out. He was last heard from 
in Canada, and he is uot expected to return very 
800D. 

As before stated, there are two indictments 
against 


RAPP. 

The first charges him with perjury. The 
document alleges that at the tnal of Pahlman 
and Rash. March 1, 1876, in the United States 
District Court, the said Matthew D. Rapp was 
produced as a witness for the defendants, and 
being sworn and asked whether between Oct. 1, 
1871, and June 1, 1575, Pahiman and Rush did 
cause the removal of atiy drstilled spirits upon 
which the tax bad not been paid, wickedly con- 


triving to cause the acquittal of-Pahiman and | 


Rush, did knowingly falsely and willfally awear 
that during the time mentioved no illicit svirita 
were manufactured at the distillery of the said 
Pahiman and Rush. 

‘The second indictment against Rapp contains 
five counts. The first recites that on the lst day 
of May, 1875. Matthew D. Rapp did unlawfully 
conspire with Hermann J. Pahiman, David J. 
Rush and others, to sell and deliver 10,000 proof 
gallons of distilled spirits without the tax there- 
on being paid. The second count recites that 
the said Matthew D. Rapp on the 10th day of 
May, 1874, did conspire with Pahiman and Rush 
to remove 10,000 proof gailons of disiilled spir- 
its, and did cause 5,000 gallons to be removed 
from the Chicago Alcobol Works without the 
tax being paid.

Nov. 4, 1874, to 
remove 20,000 gallons of proof spirits, and did 
succeed in removing 5,090 gallons. 

The last count charzes that Jan. 1, 1875, Rapp 
did conspire with the same firm to defraud the 
Government of the tax on 20,000 gallons of 
proof spirits, and did cause the removal of 5,000 
gallons. 

The remaining six indictments are of no par- 
ticular public interest, one being against a bank- 
rupt for defraudiog bis creditors, and the others 
for counterfeiting and post-office defalcating.

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A CHICAGO GOLD SEEKER. 
Extracts from a Private Letter. 

CretTer Crry, March 29.—My Dear Fatuer: 
We arrived here yesterday, after a long and tire- 
some tramp. We bad to walk all the way from 
Cheyenne, were snowed in for four days, and@ar- 
rived here broke. It cost me more than [ had 
for provisions, freight, and tools. The snow is 
apout a foot andahalf deep. There won't be 
anything done fora month. It has snowed al- 
most every day since we started. We can find 
color anywhere we puta pick into the ground, 
but everything is frozen so hard that we can't 
tell how it will pay. Everybody is going further 
north. They say the best diggings are up north, 
on Deadwood Creek. 

Flour is worth $12 per 100: bread, 25 cents a 
loaf; beef, 20 and 25 cents per pound. Bacon 
and galt pork cannot be bought, for they are not 
in the Hills; also, sugar. 

The Indians did not trouble us, but they stole 
stock all around us. ‘I'he town here contains about 
250 or 300 log-houses, one dance-house, one faro- 
bank, and two saw-milis; and there is a brewery 
on the road from Denver. There are about 800 
men in Custer. We are going about 100 miles 
north of here 88 soon a6 the enow goes away. 
The report is, that there is about two feet and @ 
half or three feet of enow upon Deadw 
Creek, and water is very scarce, as it also is 
here. There is any amount of timber here, but 
it ia all pipe; there is no hard wood at all. 
There are vo ranches after leaving Fort Laramie, 
the balance being simply watering-places. The 
distance from Cheyenne is 270 long miles. . . I 
wish you would send me $40 or $50, to buy pro- 
visions to last me two months, and freight them 
north, ae there is not anything toeat up there. 
Don't fail, because I can’t get away from here 
unless you do, and there is no gold bere to pay.

FROM CHICAGO TO BISMARCK. 
Special Corr of The Cincago Tribune. 

On Boanp tue “ Ker West,” April 14.—I feft 
Chicago last week, with the ftntention of spend- 
ing the summer in the Far West, and now for- 
ward you a first installment of notes by the 
wayside, as jotteddownin mydiary. On my 
journey from Chieago to Missouri Valley Junc- 
tion there were eigus not to be mistaken of the 
existence ef the Biack-Elills fever. The out- 
ward manifestations were a wall-knis qpecimen 


of manhood carrying a bundle of blankets, a ri- 
fle or carbine, and having & couple of revolvers 
slung round hie waist. I studied many of these 
specimens, and conversed with some. I made a 
railroad-acquaintance with a noted trapper and 
Indian-trader, who, like most of his class, was 
quite communicative, particularly when he learn- 
ed that it wae probable that I might meet him at 
his own ranch before the summer was through. 
He was aman probably 6 feet high, 35 or 40 
years of age. His name was J. W. Brooke, but 
among the Indisas, and On the prairies, he is 


known as 

PEAVER DICK. 
I at once proceeded to interview him in a mild 
way. He said he was born in Ilinois, but had 
been raised in lowa, and from hia youth had been 
@ trapper. 

‘‘ Ever visited the Black Hills?” Iasked. . 

‘‘Yes, sir. Ihave been allover tnat country 
many times.” 

« What do vou think of the gold-fever ? ” 

“Wer,” said Mr. Brooke, thoughifuily, “I 
don’t think much of it. There is color of gold 
most all over, but it can’t be found in paying 
quantities. Now, listen, aud i'll tell you ali 
about it. Take suthin’?” 

I took ‘‘suthin’,” and encouraged the narrator 
to proceed. ‘Wiping of his chin” and his 
sandy mustache, he coutioued : 

‘You see, stranger, there was a power of 
traders up in Cheyenne and places round tiere, 
—places as is, in @ manner, played out. Toey 
ain't a growin’ pone. They had heavy stocks on 
bang as bad cost em thousands of dollars, and 
a big loss was stariv’ them in the face.

THE BEER-MAKERS. 

Spectal Dispatch to T'he Chicaco Tribune. 
Burwiietonr, Ia., April 19.—The brewers ad- 
journed this afternoon to meet at Davenport 
next year. They adopted ghsolations protesting 
ageinst the assumption that the use of malt 
liquors increased crime and poverty ; pledging 
themselves that they would not support any po- 
litioal candidate who favored prohibition ; that 
they could not associate socially or in business 
affaires with temperaace men; and that they re- 
garded no one worthy of confidence who disa- 
agreed with them.

THE NEW COUNCIL. 


NO TROUBLE ABOUT CANVASSING THE VOTE. 
During the past few days there have been 
many abeurd rumors as to the probable conduct 
of the present Aldermen in canvassing the re- 
turns of Tuesday's election. The fact that no 
definite time is fixed by the existing Charter 
when the new Council shall assume the mupici- 
pal reins was sufficient warrant for the assertion 
that the count would be delayed indefinitely, and 
that our city fathers would take advantage of 
this oversight of the law-makers to freeze on to 
their offices. Little credence was placed io 
those rumors by the thinking portion of the 
community, but in certain circles the belief 
gained ground that the present Council intend- 


ed by hook or crook to keep their legal .succes- 
sors out of office as long as possible, A ‘lRib- 
UNE reporter yesterday made it his business to 
interview as many of the Aldermen on this point 
as he could come across. The result was erati- 
fying, inasmuch as it proved the utter absurdity 
of the assertions which have been given wide 
circulatiop. Not one of the Aldermen feels in- 
clined to delay the canvass; indeed, most 
of them are anxious to get  throngh 
with it to allow those elected 
Tuesday to take their seats by the let of May. 
The views of each man seen were briefly as fol- 
lows : 

Aid. Warren thougbt the canvass would take 
place next week, and saw oo reason for further 
delay. 

ALD. DICKINSON 
presumed they would commence the count next 
Monday night. If the law was not definite 
enough as to when the old Board should vacate, 
he wae in favor of passing an ordinance fixing a 
day. In bis opinion it would be as well to fol 
low out the old regulation of thirty days grace 
iu order to allow peudipg business to be disposed 
of. ° 
Ald. Foley held similar views. He wasin favor 
of an early canvass, but was desirous that the 
pew Board should commence with a clean sheet. 

Ald. Cuilerton eaw no reason why the returos 
sbhouid uot be canvassed right away. 

ALD. STOUT, 
who took quite a philosophical! view of bis de- 
feat, was also in favor of doing the job up quick, 
in order thas the new men might comein fora 
fair share of newspaper criticism. 

Ald. Dave Clark was willing to give up his seat 
to Mr. Beidier thet evening. The sooner the 
matter was settied the better. 

Ald. Schaffuer was also anxious that his suc- 
cessor shonid get to work as soon as possible. 
He wanted the canvass to be begun that very 
evening. 

Ald. Sweeney objected to nndue haste, as he 
had scarce recovered from bis victory of Tues- 
dav.’ About Monday, he thought, he would be 
sufliciently caim to do a little arithmetic, 

Aid. O’Brien was in favor of haste, but was 
of opinion that next week would be early enough 
to begin. 

A'd. Reidy thought thev should retire some- 
time within a wonth, as under tae old charter. 

ALD. LENGACHER 

thinks there should be no inordinate haste in the 
matter. For vears past the Council has generai- 
iy managed to clear up all business just previous 
to going into an election, in order that the new 
Council might begin with as light and 
as clean a record as possibile, and es- 
pecially should this course be pursued 
in this instance, where there are 80 
many odds and ends undone, and when the 
new Council is mainly composed of pew men. 
He thinks the Counril should clear up ali busi- 
ness on hand at the reguiar meeting Monday 
night, together with whatever special meetings 
may be cailed for, then deciare the vote the foi- 
lowing Monday, and instal! the new Aldermen 
in their p'aces, thus giving them a fresh start on 
the first day of me 

Ald. Quirk is in.favor of detiaring the vote at 
as early a day as practicable. He, too, thinks 
the Council ought to clear up all outstanding 
business, and partichlarly the Council Commit- 
tees, who are better qualified by experience to 
settle it than their new successors. There are 
no jobs containing lucre, and hence there can 
be no cry of dishonesty while thus settling up. 

ALD. CLEVELAND 
is in favor of going slow mthe matter and set- 
‘tling eee it comes up, such as recount- 
ing the votes where it is demanded, and of de- 
claring the vote in a legal maaner. 
two he thinks would sufiice. 

Ald. Stone of the fourth is in favor of doing 
likewise, aud wishes particularly that al! out- 
standing business be cleared up. 

Aid. Gunderson retires to private life because 
of a littie political trick played upon him by some 
of bis constituents, who admired George White's 
nice clothes and flashing diamonds more than 
his homely maunere, He is so disgusted that he 
wants to retire at once, and therefore is étrongly 
in favor of declaring the vote at the earliest pos- 
sible moment.

SMALL CHANCE. 
THE RUSH FOR SILVER. 

It is doubtfal if the present generation will 
ever get over its present fascination for coin. So 
long has the American citizen been compelled to 
barter and sell with dirty, flimsy pieces of paper, 
representing uncertain quantities of wealth, that 
a long period must elapse, during which silver 
must be more plentiful than ballot-box stuffers, 
before the people will be content to ‘pay out 
their loose coin for merchandise, providing they 
have any paper currency with them. But the 
era of silver money has evidently arrived. Yes- 
verday, under directions from the Secretary of 
the Treasury, the Sub-Treasury in this city be- 
gan the payment of silver im exchange for 
fractional currency. The notice having been 
given wide publicity in the daily papers, there 
was a large crowd of people around the 
lower floor of the Custom-Honse before 
the hour for the opening of the Government 
oftices. They were mostiy clerks in stores and 
banks, and many ef them had come prepared to 
carry away large amounts of the desirable shin- 
ers. Some brought satchels, others huge bags, 
and one map lugged in a truok which he wanted 
to have filled. 

Owing to the small] force of assistants in the 
Suo-Treasurer’s oftice. the work of supplying the 
applicants proceeded slowly. All of the curren- 
cy bad to be counted, and this was no light task, 
as it generally came in smali denominations. 
The banks got the lion's share of the com, as 
might pe expected, The First National sent 
around early for $50,000, but they were only 
allowed €5,000. Field. Leiter & Oo., Farwell, 
and other firms, took away several thousand do!l- 
lars, the ooin being dealt out in bags containing 
$1,000 each. The silver was assorted, in the de- 
nomivations of 10, 25, and 50 cents,and they 
were all bright aud fresh from the mint. 

Many people came in and obtained $5 worth, 
that being the lowest amount paid, and went 
away with beaming countenances, jingling tho 
coin in their pockets. There was $85,000 in coin 
in the vaults in the morning, and of this about 
$50,000 wae disbursed during the day. The offi- 
ciale say that they expect to be able to keep up 
with the demand, the arrangement being that 

they are to receive $10,000 caily from the Mint 
in Philade!phia.

Lefany one go there who is posted in the con- 

ruction of even the flimaiest cockle-shell of a 
dwelling, and he will find that the two pavilions 
stand out in the open-prairie, where the winds 
can catch them from” all sides. The buildings 
run east and west, and face north and south. 
The architecture is of the cheap, showy kind. 
Tbe effort has been to spend as much money as 
was possible, so as to allow the Commissioners 
good margins, and give the tax-payers as little 
as could be gotten along with and still makes 
show. 

The plan of the pavilions included a system 
of corridors at the north and souta 
ends, for the use of convalescent pa- 
tiente, where they conld snuff the pure and 
balmy breezes tloating over the praines. The 
idea wasagood and commendable one, and 
these corridors have been constructed. But 
how? They have been put up (staircases and 
all)of the flimsiest pine material, and in this 
way have become the veriest fire-traps from the 
g:art. They have been so buill that, in Case a 
littie blaze 1s kindied in them, it has a grand 
draft through the system of labyrinthine stairs, 
go that they are all the more dangerous for 
this reason. Imagine a person accidentally 
dropping’ a light in one of these tinder-boxes ; 
the wind at the time might be blowing a gale; 
and should it happen to be from the right direc- 
tion it would take the building with it, aod no 
power on earth could save it. 

The truth is, the corridors should have been 
built of light iron-work, and they would have 
cost much less than the flimsy wooden excuses 
which now condemn the buildings as a whole. It 
seems as though this pieceof criminal careless- 
ness was not dangerous enough to satisfy the 
County Board. They propose to put in cheap 
wooden elevators iu each of those corridors, 80 as 
to furtl@r—endanger the lives of those who 
may have the misfortune to be sent to the 
hospital. There ought to be some change made 
in these fire-trap corridors, for no sape man 
can see them without at once feeling that they 
will be @ menace as long as they exist. The 

uestion is, What is the County Board going to 

oabout it? The architect is to blame. He 
constructed the- buildings after his own design, 
without modificatioas by the County Board or 
aoy one else.

EASTERN FREIGHT RATES. ; 
The announcement yesterday of the final 
so!\lapse of the Eastern pool was recerved with 
considerable satisfaction, not ouly by the sbip- 
pers in this city, but also by the managers of the 
railroads leading from this city west. These 
roads have suifered severely from the pool, be- 
cause the rates from this point east were rigidly 
maintained, while from other Western points 
they were vot. for this reason much of the 
busipess which had previously taken its way by 
this city was diverted to other points, and the 
Chicago roads leading to the West could not 
compete with the cross-lines. All this is now 
chauged, aud the cross-lines will no long- 
er be. able to snatch the business 
from Chicago, as the Cbicago lines can 
now compete to their hearts’ content. The 
New York trunk lines telegraphed to the Chica- 
go roads leading west yesterday that they will 
pro rate with them on auy rates they choose to 
make. 
lt is not believed that a railroad war will be 
the result of the breaking up of the pool. The 
railroads are pot in a condition to make much of 
a fight, and, though the rates wiil be lower and 
more unsettled than they have been, yet none of 
the roads are likely to take any businesgs at los- 
ing rates. Thirty cents per hundred pounds on 
grain from Chicago to New York is pow the pre- 
vailing rate, and the roads claim that this is 
about as low as can be made without losing 
mouey. Yet it was reported yesterday tbat rates 
have been made below that figure. The Lake 
Spore & Michigan Soutbern Leilroad made the 
foliowing rates to Eastern points yesterday, and 
claims that it will adhere to them no matter 
what the otner roads will do:

Peters—Black and red. 

Anson—Bilack and white. 

Hines— White. 

Bielaski— White and red. 

Addy— White and brown. 

The most conspicuous headdress is Barnes’, 
and the handsomest Hines’. It is fair to sug- 
gest to Manager Spalding that he change either 
Avson’s colors or Addy’s, because they are im- 
possible to be told apart a little distance off; 
althongh it is not thereby intimated “that any 
man except a perfect stranger would confound 
the two men. The color greed seems to have 
been omitted ; why not put that in the list ? 

Yesterday's game is not of course worthy of a 
detailed description; it was necessarily one- 
sided, though the picked pine were aided by 
Andrus and Cone of the profegsionais. The re- 
mainder of the parties was made up of ama- 
teurs from the Frankline and other good ama- 
teur organizations. Glenn, of the Chicagos, aid 
not play at ail, having yet bardly recovered from 
his recent illness, players expected 
from St. Louis appointed the management 
and the crowd. 

The notable feature of the game, as far as the 
professionals were concerned, was the generally 
fine throwing to second and third bases, which 
positions had a good deal of work.
